, Upon 1 burſday he Fifrecnth of this inftant April, Jobn A-- 
ld, Eiqz one of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Pracy for the 
County of Monmouth, was at a Tavern with ſome Per- 
{ons of Honor, near Temple: Bar ; and going from thence 
s had occaſion to paſs through a Place cilled Bell-Tard 

car Chancery-Lane, between Nine and Ten. a Clock : 
in E vening, toward his Lodging in Fleet Street; as 
WAS GOING along, hc oblerved Two OL: TT hree Perions 
tO follow him, "wick he {uppoled to be his own Ser 
Vants ; but-coming, nigh a litcle Lane, called Jack-.1-N the 
Lane, one of thele Perſons ſtept belbre hint, 
A Cloak over his Head ; and dragging hin 2 little out 
of the way, threw hin down; and init {tantly ihrce 
Men fell upon him, and with their Swords or R 215,

Gnoll; One of them attenpting to glve 
another W oimd to Mr. Arnold, ſtruck one of his Compa- 
nions into the I.co, which made him {wear God Dam me, 
Jou bave Wornde! me While they are proceeding in their 
bloody Purpotc wo difpatch him, it happened that a Gen- 
tleman having occafion to ſend his Servant out, and the 
Viilany being Acted very near his Door, the glance of 
the Candle it is thought aftrighted them, for they Immediat- 
ly fied, and Mr. 4 Crying out Murder, ſeveral of the 
Neighbors came in and tound him there weltring in his 
own Blood, who defired they would help him to his Lodg- 
ing, which was at the Poſt-Houſe in Fleetſtreer, where he 
now remains.
